It would be inconsistent for me to say 
that I do not apprive of the practice for the 
younger generation, because all my life I 
have lived it. I am the daughter of Heber

to Brigham Young; therefore, all my life 
has been passed among the Mormon peo- 
ple, and the religious doctrines of this or- 
ganization have become a part of my life. 
Among the plural families of the Mormons 
you will find the finest, healthiest children 
in the work. . 

I have been one of the wives of Prest- 
dent Joseph F. Smith for many years and 
nothing has occurred during all that time 
to cause me to regret the step I have 
taken. I think that, being a plural wife, 
I am making myself a candidate for higher 
honors in heaven than I would otherwise 
be entitled to. This has been taught me 
since I was a little child and has become 
a part of my life. 

As to dividing the affections of one's 
husband with another. I must decline to 
speak about that, because it concerns too 
nearly a private life. As to social life, we 
Mormon women enjoy as much of it as 
any one class in the country.

This is but natural and ft is a result of 
the different environment and education of 
the present day compared with a quarter of 
a century ago.

It is a mistake for the women of the East 
to believe that the present-day Mormon | 
women of Utah are bigoted, or they are 
adherents of the doctrine of polygamy.

LIFE STORY OF 
A POOR BOY 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., March 12—Sen- 
ator Charles Warren Fairbanks’ first oo- 
cupation was that of a wagon maker. He 
has had many others since and has made a 
success of all of them, but the fact that 
he was well schooled in the first was prob- 
ably the foundation of his achievements 
in subsequent efforts. 

When but a mere boy the senator’s fath- 
er taught him the use of the tools required 
in wagon-mnaking and he was thereby en- 
abled to be of great assistance to his par- 
ent, who was a tiller of the soil. 

There were no half-way measures in the 
religious training of C. W. Fairbanks after 
his birth at Unionville Center, Union Coun- 
ty, Ohio, May 11, 1852. His father, Lorts- 
ton Monroe Fairbanks, was a Methodist 
who “feared God and nothing elese.”” He 
taught his boy to practice self-denial and 
to be self-reliant. The eye of a cunscientious 
father was constantly upon him and at his 
mother’s knee he learned the realities of 
life and that nothing was desirable or hon- 
orable that was not acceptable to God. 


Education Got 
Under Difficulties. 


.The education of Benator Fairbanks was 
obtained by dint of hard work upon his 
own part and sacrifices upon the part of 
his parents. He went to the neighborhood 
echools until he was sufficiently advanced 
to enter college, and when that time came, 
being the son of a Methodist father, there 
was but one fhetitution to which he could 
@o—the Ohio Wesleyan University of Dela- 
ware. O. This college was not far from 
his home. The boy was eager for wider 
and broader education and availed him- 
eclf of the opportunity presented him. Of 
means he himself had none and his father 
but very Iittle.

He is exceedingly 
generous with his friends and for charitable 
objects, but in personal expenditures is 
very economical, When a legitimate de- 
mand is made upon him for a worthy pur- 
pose he does not hesitate or count the 
cost. 

Mr. and Mrs. Fairbanks have four chil- 
dren, three sons ahd a daughter. They are 
Warren, Frederick and Richad Fairbanks 
and Mrs. Adelaide Timmins, wife of a 
naval officer. 

While Mr. Fairbanks was forging to the 
front as a lawyer his wife kept pace with 
him in the domain of woman. While he 
had his politics she had her clubs and to- 
day, though her husband is a United States 
senator, she is president genera! of the 
Daughters of the American Revolution. 

Mrs. Fairbanks has always had a prom- 
inent place in the social circle of the city 
and is known as a charming hostess. While 
the functions at her home are not unnec- 
essarily elaborate they are alw: ays every- 
thing that could be desired when coupled 
with the charming personality of both Mr. 
and Mrs. Fairbanks. When they are not 
at Washington and are at Indianapolis, 
free from other cares, their home on North 
Meridian street is thrown open to their 
friends, who are always welcome, aside 
from the special occasions when they are 
invited. Unlike many in public Hfe, the 
Fairbanks entertain not merely because 
it seems to be their duty, owing to their 
position in public life, but because they 
enjoy the presence of the * friends. 

In recent years they th entertained 
but comparatively little in Indianapolis, as 
they have spent much of their time in 
Washington, and when not there their of- 
ficial duties have kept them from home. 

Mrs. Fairbanks has always been an 
active club worker and in this work has 
shown herself to be a broad- -minded and 
liberal woman, an excellent parliamentari- 
an and gifted with tact and good judg- 
ment. In view of these qualifications she 
rapidly acquired much experience in pre- 
siding over public assemblages of women 
and when in March, 1901, the tenth con- 
gress of the Daughters of the American 
Revolution was about to assemble in 
Washington, Mrs. Fairbanks was sug- 
gested as a candidate to succeed Mrs 
Daniel Manning as president general.

Nor Forget “Borrowed” a Car- 
load of Cattle to Get Square. 


DARING SWIM OF THE BIG HORN 


It Cost Billy Carter $80 for It First 
and Paul McCormick Paid 
$1200 for It Later. 


OMAHA, Neb., March 12;—Bily Carter 
hajls from Great Falls, Mont., Paul Mo- 
Cormick registers from Billings. Both are 
thoroughbreds, and both are cowmen. 

The following story about the pair, tol 
by another veteran cowman, shows thel 
temper, and also that it is not wise ta 
monkey with a puncher. 

“When it comes to exacting ample re- 
venge for real or fancied injury give me 
the oldtime cowman and I'll show you @ 
fellow who doesn’t forgive or forget,” 
said Bob Howard, who for the last fifteen 
years has been foreman of the I. D. brand 
in the Crow reservation in Montana. ‘I 
know one man that paid about $1200 for & 
bottle of whisky simply because he failed 
to pay a little bet. Maybe it wasn’t his 
fault “that he didn’t make good, but just 
the same he was held at fault and had to 
foot his bill. His name is Paul McCor- 
mick, and he lives out in Billings. He is @ 
rich man now, sald to be a millionaire, 
and he hasn’t missed the $1200. In fact, 
up to the present time he doesn't know 
how much he paid for a quart of ‘redey®. 

“This little incident happened about & 
dozen years ago. Cattle were cheap. The 
price had dropped with great suddenness 
und McCormick had contracted to pur 
chase 80 head of the Duck Bar brand on 
eight months’ delivery. By the time for 
the fulfillment of the contract had arrived 
he found himeelf facing loss on account 
of the drop in values.

Steam and Heat’ Produced Simply in 
Less Than Half Time of Any 
| Other Process. 


ST. JOSEPH, Mo., March 12.—The pro- 
Guction of heat and power without com- 
bustion is thé invention of Charles 8. L. 
Baker, a negro who lives in this city. 
His process of such production is friction, 
and it is now Ma practically perfect 
state. 

Baker has a hot water and steam heater 
in operation, and it is, so far as can be 
ascertained, a complete success. He has 
been working on his invention 2% years, 
and, as in the case of most important 
inventions, the principle is very simple. 

By méans of friction heat is conveyed 
into an air or water chamber whence the 
hot air, hot water or steam is conveyed, 
by means of ordinary pipes and radiators, 
to the place where it is to be used 

There are two complete systems, one of 
hot water radiation and the other of 
steam radiation, now connected with this 
one heater and the heater can be instantly 
changed from a hot water boiler to a 
steam boiler. With the water in the boiler 
and the entire hot water heating plant cold, 
it is possible to heat radiators in less than 
one-half the time that hot water radiators 
can be heated by any other known pro- 
cess. 44 

With the water in the bolier and all the 
steam radiators cold, it is possible to heat 
steam radiators and show ten pounds 
pressure on the steam uge in less than 
one-half the time that it can be done by 
any other process.

of hot water and steam. 

The motive power used in producing the 
friction which produces the heat in this 
friction heater may be electricity, gasoline 
gas, water, wind or any other power, and 
the power required is very light. 

By the use of electricity as the motive 
power a building may be heated at less than 
one-half the cost of heating by any other 
known process, and the heater may in- 
stantly started or stopped by the mere 
turning of a switch, which may be done 
by a child. 

The heater is so simple that there is 
practically nothing about it to get out of 
order: it can be made to regulate Itself 
automatically when once started; hence, -it 
requires practically no care. 

A switch may be so placed in a bedroom 
that the heater may be turned on or off 
without getting out of bed. 

In the case of street cars, rallroad cars, 
automobiles and carriages, the heater can 
be attached to the axle, and the revolution 
of the wheels of the vehicle will furnish 
the motive power.

RECORDS OF THE MEN WHO WILL 


WOUNDED IN BOER WAR. 


Edwam Frederick Knight, the distinguished war correspon- 
dent and author, now in Manchruria for the World and Post- 
Dispatch and the London Morning Post, was wounded 60 86- 
verely at Belmont in the Boer war, that his arm had to be 
amputated. At that time he was with Lerd Methuen’s forces 
as the representative of the Morning Post. Mr. Knight's mili- 
tary experiences began in 1870, when he accompanied a French 
foree. Since then he has chronicled the fortunes of many cam- 
paigns, including the Hunga-Nagar operationa, the Matabele 
rebellion, the French expedition to Madagascar, the English 
expedition to the Soudan, and the Greco-Turkish war. Dur- 
ing the Spanish-American war his letters from the West Indies 
to the London Times attracted much attention. 

Mr. Knight's vivid descriptions of the progress of the Drey- 
fus trial at Rennes “were among the most deeply interesting 
reports of that celebrated affair. He is an author whose many 
books are being widely read. Among his productions are 
“Where Three Empires Meet.”’ .“Albana and Montenegro,” 
“The Cruise of the Falcon,” ‘“‘The Threatening Eve,” “Sailing,” 
“The Falcom on the Baltic,’”’ “The Cruise of the Alerte,’’ ‘“‘Save 
Me from My Friends,’’ ‘‘Madagascar in War Timea” and 
“Rhodesia of Today.”’ ; 

Mr. Knight has now gone to the far East chiefly to report 
the Japanesé naval campaign for the World and Post-Dispatch. 
While at’ Tien Tsin, China, he obtained one of the first storiés 
of the Initial attack on Port Arthur from civilian fugitives. 


HENRY JAMES WHIGHAM. 


Henry James Whigham, famous as a war correspondent as 
well as former golf champion of the United States, is in Seoul 
for the World and Post-Dispatch. and the London Morning 
Post, and will soon be on the fighting line. Mr. Whigham is a 
graduate of Oxford, and is from an old Scotch family. He 
began his career as a war correspondent during the Spanish- 
American war, going to the front for the Chicago Tribune, and 
was one of the commission of the World that went in April, 
1898, .to penetrate to the camp of Gen. Gomez and convey to 
him the information that the United States had intervened in 
Cuba. The mission Was. successful. 

Later Mr. Whigham was twice captured by the Spanish, and 
on one of these Occasions was thrown into prison at Matanzaa, 
where he was detained for some time in company with Phil 
Robinson, the London Times’ correspondent. He managed to 
get back to the firing line, sending in cable and mail reports 
that attracted wide attention. 

Mr. Whigham afterward went to the Philippines and served 
as correspondent through the Chinese troubles and in the Boer 
wer. After returning from China, he went to India. Lord 
Curzon, whose book on the Persian gulf country was becoming 
obsolete, suggested that a new book was required and urged 
Mr. Whigham to investigate the country and put his observa- 
tions in book form. This book, called ‘“‘The Persian Problem,”’ 
was issued by the Scribners and as the interests of Great 
Britain, Russia and Germany are in constant friction on the 
gulf, and as the book deals with the growth of Russian infiu- 
ence and also with the poiltical and commercial, situation, he 
is peculiarly well equipped for his present undertaking. 


WILLIAM DINWIDDIE. 


William Dinwiddie, governor of Lepanto-Bontoc. province in 
the Philippines, has obtained leave of absance from his post 
in the Philippines and is now in Tokio representing the World 
and Post-Dispatch exclusively. He will accompany the Japan- 
ese army on its advance into Manchuria. 

Recently Mr. Dinwiddie has been living in St. Petersburg, 
pursuing. his work of correspondence for London newspapers. 
He is an incisive, clever and observant writer, and will unques- 
tionably give to the readers of the World and Post-Dispatoh 
some fine word pictures of the coming events fn the far Bast. 

Gov. Dinwiddie went to Cuba just before the beginning of 
the Spanish-American war as the representative of Truth of 
New York. He formed a connection with Harper's Weekly 
within a few weeks, while in the field,.and continued to rep- 
resent that journal in Cuba and Porto Rico for severa! years, 
at the same time becoming one of the cable correspondents of 
the New York Herald. 

From the Caribbean he went to the Philippines as the cor- 
reepondent and photographer for Harper's Weekly and the

New York Herald. The South African war becoming imminent, 
he asked to be allowed to go there, and was soon in the field. 
He remained there as a correspondent and photographer until 
about the end of the Boer war. Then he returned to America 
via Europe, with the intention of returning to the Philippines. 
but he remained here for two years. He went to Manila. in 
April, 1902, and published the Manila News, subsequently re- 
signing to become the governor of Lepanto-Bontoc province, 


COL. EDWIN EMERSON. 


Col. Edwin Emerson is one of the most picturesque soldiers 
of forturie who has taken to war correspondence as a life call- 
ing. He first came into prominence as a writer at Harvard 
University, and, graduating from there, immediately engaged 
in newspaper work, traveling all around the world for a num- 
ber of English and American newspapers. Together with Capt. 
Whitney». 6f the secret service of the military intelligence 
bureau Of the war department, he undertook to reconnoiter 
Porto Rico before the occupation of the ieland by the troops 
under Gen. Miles. Whitney and Emerson were to start from 
opposite points, intending to meet midway on the military road 
from Ponce t@# San Juan. Whitney having- aroused the sus- 
picions of th panish was compelled to turn back but Emer- 
son, in the ise of a German newspaper correspondent, pro- 
ceeded to CRmuas, only to be arrested and condemned to death. 

Bribing one of his guards, he made good his esoape, com- 
mandeered a horse and made his way bareback to the coast, 
where he smuggled himself aboard a French coasting vessel, 
which took him to the French West Indies. For this exploit 
Theodore Roogevelt, who had just gotten together a regiment 
of Rough Riders invited the daring correspondent to join his 
regiment as ond of his tfoopers. Emerson joined the regi- 
ment in Cuba, took part in the last fighting there, and re 
turned with a recommendation for gallantry and a staff ap- 
pointment on, Gen. “Joe” Wheeler’s general staff of the United 
States cavalry division. 

Since thet time Emerson has turned up perlodically at vari- 
ous successive wars, in Bouth Africa in China, and in South 
America. His last appearance as a correspondent was during 
the guerrilla war between Venezuela'and Colombia, where he 
took such an active share in the fighting in the mountain 
passes of the Andes that he was offered an army commission, 
and was presently promoted to a colonelcy of vaquero cavalry. 
At the battle of San Cristobal he saved the life of Gen. Castro, 
the brother of President Castro of Venezuela. For this feat 
he was decorated with the Golden Order of Bolivar on the field 
and afterward, when he was wounded, and returned invalided 
to the United States, a popular vote of thanks from the Vene- 
zuelan congress was accorded to him. 

Just before the outbreak of the Japanese-Russian war EKmer- 
son found himself on the Isthmus of Panama. Just as the out- 
break of the war grew more imminent, he left Panama and took 
the first steamer across the Pacific to the present scene of 
hostilities to send cables and letters to the New York World. 
He is in Corea with the sapanese army of invasion. 


THOMAS F. MILLARD. 


Thomas F. Millard, who has just arrived in Tien Tsin for the 
World and Post-Dispatch, and who will join the Russian army 
in the field, came into prominence during the Spanish-American 
war. Mr. Millard was born in Phelps County Missouri, in 
1868, was graduated from the University of Missouri and soon 
after leaving college became engaged in newspaper work on the 
St. Louis press, being for some time attached to the Post- 
Dispatch. | 

Just prior to the Spanish-American war he was employed by 
the New York Herald as its special correspondent with the 
United States army and navy in the West Indies, and served 
in this capacity throughout the war. He subsequently repre- 
sented prominent American and English newspapers and peri- 
odicals in the Philippines, Boer-British and Chinese Boxer wars, 
as well as several Latin-American revolutions, For the last 
six years Mr. Millard has devoted himself almost exclusively 
to war correspondence, and the rapid succession of wars has 
kept him almost constantly employed. 

A series of six articles written by Mr. Millard for Scribner’s 
Magazine in 1900-1901, describing the operations of the allied 
armies in China, is considered so accurate and so valuable a 
record of the events in China in the summer of 1900 that the 
cen have been filed in the permanent war office of Great

UTED ON OTHER 


MEN'S NAM 


How the Repeaters Were Corralled 
at the Saloon of John Lavin, Who 
Is Known as a Faithful Leader of 
‘the Hawes Faction. 


POST-DISPATCH REPORTER 
JOINED INDIANS’ RANKS. 


How the Gang Was Taken to the 
Polling Places in Blocks of Forty 
in Charge of the Man Who Steered 
Things—Lavin. 

As early as 10 o'clock yesterday morning 
it became generally known in the downtown 
section that a large number of Indians had 
orders to assemble at saloon of John Lavin, 
207 North Seventh street. 

Lavin is known as a faithful worker for 
the Heaves faction and its the Democratic 
central committeeman of the Twenty-eilghth 
ward. 

Word was telephoned to the Folk head- 
quarters of the Indian “uprising’’ as well 
as to the police and the newspaper offices. 

The Post-Dispatch sent a reporter to the 
Indians’ rendezvous with instructions to 
mingle with and report faithfully, for pub- 
lication, the doings of the Indians during 
the day. 

Following is the Post-Dispatch reporter's 
account of his experiences: 


BY A POST-DISPATCH REPORTER. 


I was a full-fledged ‘‘Indian’’ five minutes 
after I received the assignment to become 
one. It was not hard to get “in.” All I 
had to do was to go to Lavin's saloon at 
207 North Sixth street, buy a 5-cent cigar, 
lean confidentially against the bar and 
say: 

‘Hello, Bill.’’ 

“‘How-dye,"’ replied the bartender. 

“Has the gang showed up yet?” I asked, 
just as though both of us knew all about 
it. 

‘Sure,’ said the bartender. “You came 
near getting left. They've gone out there.”’ 

Then he had an inspiration. 

“Wait a minute,’ he said to me; and then 
he yelled to medium-sized, red-faced man 
who stood near the door; ‘‘Hi, there, Jim- 
mie, take Jack along with your crowd.”’

TIEN TSIN, March 12.—The first credit- 
able reports of the effect of the bom- 
bardment of Port Arthur from midnight on 
Wednesday to past noon on Thursday last, 
which have been received here, arrived to- 
day. 

Eye witnesses say that the Japanese fire, 
which was indifferent tn previous attacks, 
showed marvelous accuracy. 

The fire came from the direction of Pig- 
eon Bay, where the Russians report having 
sighted double the previous number of Jap- 
anese vessels, and it is supposed that trans- 
ports of various kinds accompany the fleet. 

It is reported that the Retvizan, which 
it is understood was then inside the en- 
trance of the harbor, was struck several 
times and that there were fatalities 
among the crew.

John Silence of 2807 Cass avenue was shot 
by John Kiely, son of Chief of Police 
Mathew Kiely in the saloon of former Del- 


egate Henry Hennings at Jefferson avenue 
and Gamble street last night. He died on 
the operating table at the City Hospitai 
at 1:10 this morning. 

In his ante-mortem statement Silence 
deciared that he was shot by young Kie- 
ly without the slightest provocation. 

The police reported that Kiely was struck 
in the left hand by a bullet which came 
from Silence’s revolver. 

Silence denied this before he died and 
stated that he never at any time carried 
a revolver.. 

Joseph Blong, nepitew of Police Commis- 
sioner Andrew Blong, and clerk of the Day- 
ton street police court, claims he was in 
the saloon at the time. He stated that 
the bullet which struck Kiely grazed him. 

Both Kiely and Blong had their wounds 
dressed at the College of Physicians and 
Surgeons, Jefferson avenue and Gamble 
street. 

Silence was taken to the City Hospital in 
a dying. condition immediately after the 
shooting. 

Kiely fired two shots. One of the bul- 
leta struck Silence in the stomach, the other 
in the left side. 

Soon after his arrival at the hospital 
Silence declared to the Post-Dispatch 
that he had no revolver when Kiely at- 
tacked him, and insisted there bad been 
mo trouble between himself and the po- 
lice chief’s son. 

Kiely walked to the Dayton street police 
station, where he is a deputy marshal, and 
surrendered to Lieut. Wilson. 

Lieut. Wilson gives the following account 

of the shooting as told to him by Kiely: 
_ “Kiely was drinking with friends In Hen- 
nings’ saloon when Silence entered and 
began abusing Chief Kiely for going to 
Hot Springs just before the Democratic 
primaries. He declares that it was for po- 
litical reasons, and went on to criticise 
Kiely’s administration as chief of police, 

“Young Kiely resented the criticism of 
his father, and said: 

“TI don't want to have anything to do 
with you. I don’t want any argument and 
I want you to go away from me.’” 

Silence drew his revolver and fired, the 
bullet piercing Kiely’s left hand. Kiely 
fired in return, shooting Silence In the 
siomach and the left side.

“The commandant of the fortress at Port 
Arthur reports that about 1 o'clock this 
morning the outlines of vessels, apparentiy 
torpedo boats, were seen at sea within the 
area swept by our searchiights.

and at about 4 aiclock met the enemy west 
of the Liao Tishin lighthouse. After firing 
soveral shots the enemy retired. Our tor- 
pedo boats returned to the harbor at 6

MAY ABANDON 
FAIR DAY NURSERY 


Lady Managers Tell President Fran- 
cis They Do Not Feel They Can 
Spend $60,000 Recom- 
mended for Purpose, 


Mrs. Daniel Manning, president of the 
Board of Lady Managers of the World's 
Fair, advised President Francis yester. 
day that the board recommended the 
abandonment of the day nursery for the 
Fair. 

The Exposition management has ap- 
proprimied $35,000 for the nursery and the 
contract for it was arranged a month ago 
and prepared for final closing. Mrs. Man. 
ning explained that the ladies’ board had 
been asked by Mrs. Arthur M. Dodge of 
New York, who was to have had charge 
of the nursery, to expend in all about 
$60,000, and that the board did not feel able 
to pay from its $100,000 the $25,000 which 
would, with the company's appropria- 
tion, make up this amount. 

Whether the nursery will be built rests 
now with the Exposition company, but it 
has been suggested that if it is abandoned 
the $35,000 thus set free will pay half the 
cost of the Closure planned by the commis- 
sion of architects for the main central ave- 
nue leading to the Cascades. 

Mrs. Manning and Mrs. Mary Phelps 
Montgomery, a member of the ladies’ 
board, had a two hours’ conference with 
President Francis and General Counsel 
Ferriss yesterday. In this Mrs. Manning 
explained that her board had originally 
planned for a nursery as a philanthropy. 
No fee was to be charged for caring for 
childrey, but the $35,000 from the company 
was expected to pay for the . erection, 
me and maintenance of the nursery 

‘ithout the knowledge or approval of 
the board, however, tentative arrange- 
ments were made with Mrs. Arthur M. 
Dodge. president of the Federation of on 4 
Nurseries, to bufld a model nursery, whic 
should be the exhibit of the federation and 
at the same time care for children. 

Last December when the board discov- 
ered this condition Mrs. Manning explained 
that an effort was made to ascertain. the 
terms of Mrs. Dodge, resulting in her ask- 
ing the expenditure of additional funds 
amounting in all to about $25,000. Part of 
this was for her own expenses during the: 
summer in St. Louls. Another item of 
$15.000 was for furnishing and maintenance 
and the last request was made yesterday 
for $500 for screens. 

Miss Helen Gould. chairman of the nurs- 
eries committee of the board, conferred 
with Mrs. Dodge last week ard notified 
Mrs. Manning that no definite Information 
regarding cost conld he seevred from Mrs.

ployers that he was just about the best 
chief that ever recruited a band of braves 
for election purposes, was all smiles, 
chesty as a bantam rooster, and determined 
to be a ‘‘good fellow” to everybody.

‘A critical analysis of The Hague decision in the Vene- 
guelan ease deepens the sense of disappointment excited by 
that award. 

It seems plain that if this decision is to stand as a 
precedent nations holding claims, good or bad, against a 
dilatory government, must rely upon battleships to main- 
tain their standing as creditor, And a creditor govern- 
ment which refuses or neglects to take part in the block 
ade must take what is left after the preferences are sat- 
isfied. : 

Moreover, the award takes no account of the classifica- 
tion of claims. There were sound, unquestioned claims 
against Veneruela, There were others which were un- 
guaranteed and disputed. Many were cloudy or positively 
“wild cat.” It is estimated that 80 per cent of the total 
claims were of this dubious character. But the distino- 
tion is lost under the award. The vices of a wild-cat claim 
are transfigured on the arrival of a battleship, and com 
verted into robust, indisputable rights, This assuredly 
is not the way of fairness. 

The gain in the award is that it is a notice to govern- 
ments disposed to repudiate, that they must pay thei 
debts. If they don’t creditor governments will collect their 
revenues until enough money is obtained to settle the 
account. 

Friends of The Hague tribunal hope that ao less tech- 
nical method of procedure will be adopted, so that such a 
miscarriage of justice may be avoided in future. A court 
of ‘arbitration should rest on a foundation broader than 
that afforded by the narrow legal rules which govern the 
procedure of ordinary courts of law.

The personality of candidates aside, interest in the ap- 
proathing Democretic nominating convention is directed 
chiefly to the “unit rule” and the “two-thirds rule. 

These two provisions are famous in the history of the 
Democratic patty, having worked the ruin of promising 
hopes and effected the defeat of several candidates who 
have gone into the convention the choice of a majority 
of the delegates. Van Buren, who was the first bene- 
ficiary of the two-thirds rule in 1832, when he was nomi- 
nated for the vice-presidency, was defeated by it in 1844,

SEEING THOUGHT.

Wonderful experiments with the N-raye continue to be 
reported from Paris, and while in some quarters they are re- 
ceived with skepticism, yet the diversity of phenomena is 
most striking. That they aré not heat effects, as is often 
claimed, the French investigators show by the fact that 
they are not transmitted by substances that are transparent 
to heat rays, while in several physiological experiments it 
was demonstrated that they can be emitted from a body 
below the temperature of the phosphorescent screen and the 
surrounding atmosphere.

“lt enm be snld with safety, however, that Japan 
campaign in this war has been worked ont to the end 
with the most mathematical precision. 

“For two years or more the Japanese have been planning 
for this war, foresecing the inevitable clash with the Rus- 
sians. It is likely that every move and every possible con- 
tingency has been conaldered, and plans laid so that if one 
goneral movement is made impossible because of an unex- 
pected action of the Russians, another plan of campaign 
can be immediately put into operation.

“As to the phy& \ and soldierly qualities of the two na- 
tions, Russia has = rne the reputation of being a hard and 
stubborn fighter, gained in the Napoleonic wars. From what 
I learned from the impressions of our own officers who wit- 
nessed their work in China, the Japaneso are well organized, 
well. disciplined and of excellent morale. There is no reason 
tha an see why they should not fight well, so that I 
look a stubbornly contested war. As to the result of the 
war I a:a not sufficiently informed generally to offer an 
opinion. 

“It would seem to be greatly to Japan's advantage to force 
the fighting right along now, with the advantage they have 
go ably secured on the sea. How they will conduct them- 
selves on land it is impossible to say, because we have no 
experience on which to base an opinion, if we except what 
little we saw of them during the Boxer uprising in Ch‘na. 

“There enn be little doubt, however, that the Japancse 
@eldier ts a hard fighter, full of clan, fenrieas of death, 
and officered by educated men well versed in European 
methods. The Japanese is a light eater, wiry and endur- 
ing, and consequently is not so hard to supply writh food. 
Eile ration is composed of cereals, principally rice. The 
Russian is a much grosser feeder and requires a greater 
fation than his opponent, man for man. 


One of the great problems the Russians will have to solve 
fe their commissary. They are now bringing into Manchurla 
Great quantities of cereal supplies by wagon, from China, 
but this will not serve to feed a great army in the fleld.

He has a corps of 65 special agents, attached to 
the interior department and four inspectors who are dl- 
rectly identified with the genera] land office. These agents 
and inspectors are in the Geld and on the move day by day. 
They e ever looking up frregularities in lund entries, 
watching with sharp eyes edth appraisement of public land 
that is made, seeking to find out whether the applicant for 
public lan allotments is sincere and if not bring him to 
justice. In fact, their duties can not be enumerated, and 
ali their work, combined, must be approved or rejected by 
the secretary of the interior. In addition, he must attend 
cabinet meetings, follow the routine of his office and keep 
his eye on all the hundred and one matters over which he 
has control. 

Perhaps the greatest interest taken by the secretary is 
his care of the Indians. This is especially true of the five 
civiliz®f tribes. Up to last July members of the Creek and 
other nations comprising the five civilized tribes, were the 
prey of the land speculator. A stop was put to this prac- 
tice by the secretary of the interior. After all agreements 
were ratified by the five civilized tribes, regulations were 
adopted by the department, making it compulsory for the 
Indian selling his allotment to make entry with the Indian

be cheated out of his rights and would obtain al] that his 
land was worth. If the highest bid did not come up to the 
appraised valuation of the land, all bids were rejected.

Previous to this time the land speculator would pay the 
Indian a small sum of money, obtain from him a contract of 
fale, and then force the Indian to give him a good title to 
the land. The Indian, ignorant of the laws, invariably com- 
plied with the demand made upon him. In other cases the 
Speculator would encourage the Indian to run into debt. 
Then the speculator would obtain cofitrol of the bill and 
insist upon immediate settlement, If this could net be done, 
the speculator would suggest that the Indian deed over his 
right to all property to which he was erititled. Other means 
was to loan the Indian a small sum of money, and then re- 
sort to the practice just stated. Knowledge of these prac- 
tiees came to the attention of the secretary of the 
interior early last year, and he determined to put a stop to 
the fleecing of the Indian. He made an extensive trip 
throughout the Indian TerriJry dnd Oklahoma, and upon 
his return measures were at once taken for the protection 
of the Indian. Now the speculator can not obtain control of 
the Indian allotment unless It has the approval of the secre- 
tary of the interior, dnd has been carefully examined, after 
proper notification by the Indian agent.

QUIZZES STUMP TEACHERS. 


Georgia Schools Cannot Find Instruc- 
tors—Examination Too Rigid. 

ATHENS, Ga., March 12.—There is a fine 

opening in the county for young people or 


older ones who can teach. The state board 
of public school examiners have fixed the 
qualifications so high that it seems impos- 
sible for the people to supply teachers for 
the common schools. The county superin- 
tendent has just received official notice 
that the examination papers disclose that 
only eight out of a total of W passed the 
examination. 

Not a negro passed the examination, and 
a number who for years have been very 
successful teachers were Applicants. It 
is claimed that from the way the matter 
is going in a few years there will ‘be-no 
teachers among our people. The examina- 
tions sent out are said not to be a fair 
test of the ability of the applicants to 
teach the studies required to be taught 
in our public scheols, but composed largely 
of “catch” questions, and one pading 
school man said that it would have been 
impossible for an average teacher to have 
passed for the lowest grade, and that the 
mafority of questions were not such ques- 
tions ag tested the fitness of the applicant 
at all for the work In the achool room of 
the second and third grade public schools. 
Theer are many vacant echools in this 
county on account of the scarcity of 
teachers.

JATTLE ROCK, Ark., March 12.—One of 
the most remarkable political raliles ever 
held ia Arkansas was that last ‘buesuay in 
Little Rock, the occasion being a state con- 
vention of Carroll D. Wood Democratic 
clubs, ‘T‘here were more than 1900 delegates 
present from every one of the 75 counties in 
the state, and two delegations came on spe- 
eclxl trains. 

The convention was held in the Capital 
Theater, and closed with a big torchlight 
procession at night, the first hebd in Little 
Rock since Cleveland was elected President 
the second time. 

All the speeches were directed against the 
candidacy of Gov. Davis for a third term, 
even though he was “running for vindica- 
tlon"”’ and pleas for the continuation of 
Democratic principles of no third terms. 
The most remarkable part of the conven- 
tion was the adoption of the report of the 
committes on resolutions, of which Car- 
roll Armstrong of Morrfiton, chairman of 
the state Democratic centra] committee, 
was chairman,which denounced Gov. Davis 
in no mild language. 

In the torchlight procession at night the 
“third term’’ was the principal thing re- 
ferred to In the transparencies. Following 
are some of the inscriptions: 

“Jefferson, the Father of Democracy, 
Refused a Third Term.” 

“Madison, the Father of the Constitu- 
tion, Refused a Third Term.”’ 

“Tf the Third Term, Why not a Fourth, 
Fifth or Sixth?’’ 

“Grant Was Defeated for a Third Term.”’ 

“Democracy ‘s Unalterably Opposed to 
the Third Term.”’ 

‘Third Terms Make Political Tyrants.” 

“Jackson, the Idol of Democracy, Would 
not Accept a Third Term.’ 

The candidacy of Gov. Davis for a third 
term. is the @irect result of the impeach- 
ment proceedings instituted against him 
in the last legislature, a forecast of which 
was made in the Post-Dispatch six months 
before that body met. The report of that 
portion of the special investigating eom- 
mittee, recommendin that he be Im- 

ched, failed of adoption by one vote. 
Gov. Davis sdid thts left the matter to the 
people, and at once announced for a third 
ierm. Against him at first were Judges 
Wood, a member of the supreme court 
bench, and A. F. Vandeventer, a former 
speaker of the house. Mr. Vandeverter 
withdrew early in the race and at no time 
would Gov. Davis recognize that he was 
running. 

Juége Wood and Gov. Davis have been 
meeting in joint debate, but the latter left 
the halle es soon as he had finished speak- 
ing and Judge Wood refused to continue 
the joint debates. Now each one is in a 
different part of the state making speeches. 
Upward of 200 Wood clubs have been or- 
genized all over the state and the littie 
wooden button is now a fami‘far affair. It 
bears no inscription, unless the wearer has 

haps written on it “No third term It 

s said that 10000 of these buttons have 
been turned out in the past two weeks. 
They vary in size from that of a nickel tc 
the size of a barrel head, some of the lat- 
ter size being worn by delegates to the 
convention. ; 

Primary elections will be held fn every 
county {n the state Saturdav. March 26 
on which te the peonvle will settle at the 
polls whether or not Gov. Davis is to have 
a third term. 

Other state officers will be nominated at 
the same time. but there ts litt’e interest 
in any contest save that of governor. For 
attorney general J. V. Bourland. Gov. Da- 
vie’ right-hand man. who is now speaking 
for him against Judee Wood, is a candi- 
date against R. L. Rogers. 

The Republicans have about decided to 
put out a state ticket with Harry H. My- 
ers, register of the United States land of- 
fice. as the candidate for governor. This 
will be his third race for that position.

April 22 Frank Rose of St. Louls, who 
murdered his wife in the most cold-blooded 
and calculating manner last Christmas day 
fm this city, will be shot to death. 

March 8 Rose was taken to court and 
Sentence was passed upon him by Judge

“You must die,” sald Judge Morse, “and 
Z now give you the choice of death by 
hanging or by shooting. as provided by 
law.

“O, I guess I'll take the shot,’ replied 
Rose, grimly.

“Fair Transportation building will mark a record- 

’ bréakin'g epocl tn ‘transportation ‘science? ‘They 
will operate in international competition with every type 
of American and European-locomotives. The cost of this 
notable ¢xperiment is*expected to reach $500,000. The 
maximnam speed to be attained will be. 80 miies an hour. 

There is a trenrendous interest attaching to this exhibit. 
No such locomotives nave ever been exhibited before, 
and ,those to” be shown must of necessity stand in a class 
of their Own. American locomotives, which mark the 
world 's highest type, have now reached the maximum size 
. possible to the tracks and roadbeds existing at present. 
MS the size were increased the- entire roadbed of Ameri- 
can railways would have to be reconstructed. Special 
conditions have been created, therefore, to reveal the 
possibilities of the World’s Fair giant locomotives. 

The first necessity was a testing laboratory, and this 
has been established in the Transportation building. The 
) wheels.of the giant locomotives ‘will be placed on trucks 
~ that revolve and allow the locomotives to make their 
speed without moving from their place, on the principle 
of the bicycle training machine or the treadmill. Enongh 
,frieton will be thrown on the tracks to get the effect of 
‘normal track friction. Instead of pulling a train of cars 
the giant locomotives will pull against a dynamometer 
capable of registering a tractive force of 85,000 pounds.

About two months ago Schlatter came to St. Louis and 
located at 3020 Olive street with his wife. He had taken 
up the study of chemistry, he states, and was absorbed 
in experiments looking toward the production of light. It 
was his belief that radium is tlfe basis of all light and 
that it is to be found in ail decaving matter, especially in 
rotting vegetation. The fact that the decayed wood found 
in old stumpsand dead trees gave forth a phosphoreycent 
glow led-him to make experiments based on this belief. 

Acting under this conviction, Schlatter secured a quan- 
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tity of “punk,” or rotten wood, and manufactured from its 
constituents a chemical substance, the nature of which ho 
refitses to divulge. 

This substance, he asserts, gives forth a powerfal Pght 
of extreme clarity, almost white, ard: also produces .n- 
tense heat. 

So powerful is this light, Schlatter declares, that when 
he first produced it there was something of a panic in his 
household.

him that he has made a great discovery. He is also more 
confirmed in his belief that radium is to be 
found in decaying matter and that it may be utilized far 
more cheaply than is now believed. 

Recent rediu;yn developments tend to prove the sound- 
ress of this theory.

than of her sister service; but 
without her navy she would not, and 
could not. be the center of the world’s in- 
terest as she is today. 


Admiral Togo, the man in Chief com- 
mand at sea of her splendid fleet, ts likely 
to be ore of the foremost figures of our 
time; for on him will devolve, in all prob- 
ability, as prodigious a responsibility as fell 
to the lot of Nelson in English national 
history. 


Tt is his destiny to wield one of the 
finest, one of the most formidable instru- 
ments ever forged. In her navy Japan has 
created, fn less than ten years, as perfect 
and as tremendous a fighting machine as 
any on the globe. At this pertious crisis 
in her fortunes she has chosen to place the 
working of this machine in the hands of 
Admiral Togo—a choice, we may be sure, 
that has been made with the utmost de- 
liberation and after a complete survey of 
all the possibilities of the situation. Japan 
feels this ie a matter in which there must 
be no mistake, and the unanimous approval 
of the nation expressed on his appointment 
te the chief command shows that he is re- 
garded as the right man in the right place.

Admiral Count Ito (not to be confusel

a Satsuma Samurai, and formerly the 
whole Japanese ficet was officered and 
manned by the Satsuma, in the same way 
that the Japanese army wa@ drawn from 
the Choshu clan, Nowadays, neither navy 
nor army is entirely given over to these, 
the two most powerful of the clans of 
Japan; but many men from all over the 
empire are to be found in both services. 
When Toge entered the navy, however, 
its whole personnel was Satsuma. 


Admiral Togo received a great part of 
his education at the Nava! College, Green- 
wich, where he went through the regular 
courses of instruction current some 3% 
odd years ago.

Some time then passed, 
and at length Togo signaled Galsworthy 
to take one of his own boats and come over 
to the Naniwa; but the British captain. was 
not allowed by the Chinese to do 80. For 
four hours Togo stood off and on trying to 
gave him and the ship, but finding there 
was mo chunce of this, he at last ordered 
the red flag, which announced that he was 
about to fire, to be hoisted. A few moments 
later a wel!-directed shot from the Naniwa 
struck the engine room and penetrated 
the hull of the Kowshing, which soon af- 
terwards filled and sunk. As Galtsworthy 
and his men leaped over the bulwarks of 
the transport into the sea, they were fired 
on by the Chinese. Togo at once sent out 
boats, and rescued as many as he could. 

In this way Togo began the Chino-Jap- 
anese war. His countrymen have never 
forgotten the part he played in this episode.

Because the Pacific Liner Corea Carried a Cargo ~ 
of Mess Beef for Russian Soldiers, She Was 
Fired Opon by a Japanese Cruiser, and Beauti- 
ful Miss Gertrude Jackson of Lindell Boulevard, 
on Her Way to Wed Her American Sweetheart 
in China, Became the Mikado’s Prisoner.

T. Neeley, once 
of Kentucky but now of Shanghai, China.

Wherefore it happens that Miss Jack- 
son, coming haplessly within the sphere 

» ‘of Martian influence, has fallen a prison- 
er to Japan in the far east, while Mr. 
Neeley, directly under the sway of Hy- 
men, waits impatiently in China for the 
chiming of wedding bells that may not 
be sounded until Mars is forced into sec- 
ond place as a factor of love’s young 
dream. 

All this came about because Miss Jack- 
son selected the Pacific ocean steamer 
Corea, sailing from San Francisco to 
Shanghai, as the vessel in which to make 
her way to Mr. Neeley, whosé business as 
a civil engineer in the servite of Uncle 
Sam in China was such as to prevent his 
returning to this country to claim his 
bride. The young couple felt that there 
was no good reason why they should re- 
main separated longer, so it was agreed 
that Miss Jackson should ‘‘sail out into 
the west,’’ as Poet Kingsley has it, in 
order to be wedded, the ceremony to take 
place in Shanghai as soon as she ar- 
rived.

For a moment it looked as if she was sure 
to be sent to the bottom.

HE most talked of woman in this 
country today is Mrs. Clemence 
Cowles Dodge-Morse, formerly 
of St. Louis. 

She is the central figure of 
an amazing legal mystery. Once 
the wife of Charles F. Dodge, 
lunchroom proprietor, hote 

keeper, Pullman car steward, later the bride of 
Charles W. Morse, the millionaire ice . king, 
whose wife she is now. 

Four courts have struggled with the problem. 
The district attorney’s office of New York is seek- 
ing the answer in far-off Florida, where Mrs. 
Dodge-Morse is now supposed to be; in the wilds 
of Texas, where Dedge, a fugitive from justice, 
has been spending money like water to avoid ex- 
tradition. 
~ At every phase of the story the courts, the law- 
yers, the detectives investigating the case, are met 
by a sécret, powerful influence—an influence so 
potent that it sealed the records of the courts, 
that it provided $10,000 cash bail for Dodge, that 
it has kept Mrs. Dodge-Morse out of reach of 
subpena servers. 

The first intimation the public had of the mys- 
tery was through the annulment of the marriage 
of Charles W. Morse and Mrs. Dodge, her divorce 
having been proved invalid. It was not the inten- 
tion to make this public. In the publication in 
the Law Journal the name Morse was misspelled. 
Some one happened to see the papers as they pro- 
truded from a lawyer’s pocket and the secret was 
out. 

In this remarkable case are involved an ex-jus- 
tite of the supreme court and another lawyer 
equally prominent. There is amazing testimony 
as to the ‘‘dummy’”’ identified as Dodge. Since 
the first publicity Mrs. Dodge-Morse, her sister 
and her nephew have kept carefully out of the 
way of lawyers, subpena seryers and detectives. 


ILE chronology of the case dates back to 1892. Then 
Clemence Cowles was one of the beauties of St. 
Louis. Tall, black-haired, bright-eyed, clever, tact- 

ful, accomplished, she was one of the belles of the city. 
She met Dodge, then a handsome, bright, young business 
man, whose future looked radiant with promise. The 
girl, not out of her teens, fell in leve with the suave 
young Dodge. On March) 28, 1892, they were married. 

Dodge for a time prospered. He became the proprietor 
of the Hotel Granite in Atlanta, Ga., and also. had in- 
terests in the hotel business in Montpelier, Vt., and in 
California. Mrs. Dodge developed into a handsame, charm- 
ing young matron. Then strange stories reached Mrs. 
Dodge. She heard that her husband’s apparent affection 
for her was shared by others. She finally sought divorce. 

Mrs. Dodge went to New York to live; she started a 
boarding house at 208 West Forty-fourth street.. She re- 
tained William A. Sweetser as her attorney and instructed 
him to bring action for an absolute divorce, on the one 
ground permissible in the state of New York. Everything 
wes done’ without publicitv. The supreme court appointed 
William J. Woods as referee, and in due season, on June 
27, 1808, irs. Dodge was again free, Justice Nash signing 
the decree. 

Dodge never, appeared in person at the taking of testi- 
mony. The evidence submitted was in the form of several 
affidavits made by women in New Orleans. Mortimer A. 
Rueer, a lawyer now dead, ostensibly appeared as Dodge's 
counsel. It has since turned out that both he and Mr. 
Sweetser, who was on the other side, at different times had 
been assistants to the corporation counsel. Mr. Sweetser 
Was a distant relative of Mrs. Dodge. . 

” Meanwhile Mrs. Dodge had been forced to earn her own 
living. By a Incky chance she secured the position of 
housekeeper in the house of Charles W. Morse. Mr, Morse 
Was then in the heydey of his prosperity. The city gov- 
ernment was doing everything to favor the Ice Trust, of

for his ex-employe’s good service accentuated her departure. 
Mrs. Dodge was living at the Plaza Hotel. Mr. Morse 
called often. He found that the charming divorcee required 
more than formal courtship, rich as be was. For three 
vears the millionaire laid siege to the heart of the wom- 
an who had once been his employe. Finally her consent 
was won. Mrs. Dodge promised to become Mrs. Morse. 

Once more the aid of secrecy was invoked. The wedding 
was intended to be strictly private. The invitations were 
verbal. Every one present was enjoined to say nothing. 
A keen-eyed reporter saw Mayor Van Wyck entering the 
church where he was to be best man. The reporter fol- 
lowed and the secret was out. 

Mrs. Dodge had insisted upon a church ceremony, anil 
so Mr. Morse had the wedding arranged at his own 
church—the Fifth Avenue Presbyterian. The Rey. Dr 
George T. Purvis, who succeeded the Rev. Dr. John Hall. 
spoke the words that made Mrs. Dodge the wife of Charles 
W. Morse, on June 18, 1901—not three years ago. Next 
morning Mr. and Mrs. Morse sailed for Europe on the 
Oceanic for the honeymoon, They had the finest suite on 
the ship, though their names did not appear on the pas- 
senger list. Mr. Morse’ three sons and his daughter were 
at the wedding. 

When they returned to New York bride and bridegroom 
took possession of the Cutting mansion, 724 Fifth avenue. 
which Mr. Morse bought from Mrs, Helen Cutting for 
$185.000. He spent as much more transforming it into a 
handsome home for his wife. 

At this time Mr. Morse was piling up his riches. Mary 
went so far as to credit him with $20,000,000. He prac- 
tically controlled the ice business of New York City and 
made his own prices At. the same time he was building 
up a banking business which was little short of stupendous, 
He promptly settled upon his wife a handsome fortune, to 
be hers without let or hindranee. The amount of securtties 
which he transferred absolutely to her is variously esti- 
mated at between $3,000,000 and $4,000,000. 

Then like a thunderbolt from a clear sky came 
Dodge proceeding. Charles IF’. Dodge, efter five years, sud-. 
denly found out that he needed vindication. His fortunes

had waned very sadly during this time. 
a prosperous hotel proprietor, he found himself on a Pull- 
man car. More secrecy was invoked. 

The suit for the setting aside of the divorce came as a 
sad awakening to Mrs. Morse, wife of the Ice King. One 
morning they were at breakfast in their Fifth avenue man- 
sion. There came a ring at the door. A moment later a 
servant appeared at the table and announced that one 
of the men who was remodeling the house wanted to see 
Mr. and Mrs. Morse about a change in the plans. 

“Show him in,” ordered Mr. Morse without a moment's 
hesitation. 

The next moment a process server stood at Mrs. Morse’s 
elbow. Without delay he disclosed the nature of his er- 
rand. Immediately Mrs. Dodge 
left the house, her dreams of happiness dispelled by the un- 
sentimental machinations of the law. Husband and wife 
agreed to live apart until the courts could make their mar-

riage valid and legal. 

All the proceedings were shrouded in deepest mystery. 
But Dodge, the once poor man, was suddenly pouring out 
money to prove that he had been very much wronged. 

The climax came on Dec. 3 last. Things had then been 
simmering for months, though not a word of it all had 
been made public. On that day Justice Clarke, in the 
supreme court, signed a decree upon application of Dedge’s 
lawyer declaring null and void the divorce which Mrs. 
Morse had obtained from Justice Nash in 1898. The report 
had been made by ex-Justice Ernest Hall, as referee. 

Why did Dodge take this action at so late a date? 

The lawyers who have at different times been mixed 
up in the case frankly admit that if this question could be 
answered in a satisfactory manner much’ of the mystery 
would be cleared up instanter. 

At this time the impecunious car steward suddenly be- 
eame a high roller, He was nightly in view along Broad- 
way exhibiting $100 bills.

Sweetser, eager to vindicate his professional conduct in 
the matter, got together Mr. Ruger’s papers and from them 
he extracted sundry letters. They wholly vindicated him. 
It was a letter from Dodge to Ruger, and if genuine, it 
fully showed that Dodge had been served and that Ruger 
had been retained to represent him in the trial.

This giant photograph is 40 feet long 
and 5 feet high. It gives a wide view of 
the Gulf of Naples, of Vesuvius and the

The negatives were taken from the 
highest point in the vicinity of Naples, 
the top of the Castle of San Martino,

THE WORLD'S BIGGEST PHOTOGRAPH 
By the Photographic Expert in Charge of 
the Work. 

HE task of making the largest photograph 
in the world for exhibition at the 
World's Fair was deliberately under- 

taken and has been systematically performed. 
The result is all that could be desired and ex- 
ceeds the cxpectations of the most confident 
among us who have made the great picture. 

The controljing factor which led to the selec- 
tion of the subject of this photograph was the 
pecniiarly clear and actinic quality of the at- 
mosphere in the vicinity of Naples. We had of 
necessity to choose a neighborhood in which we 
could count with certainty upon favorable at. 
mospherie conditions. This demand was most 
fully met by the location selected. We knew 
that the days would be bright and sunny 
throughout. the season in which our work was 
to be done and that the best effects possible 
athywhere in the world were to be secured in 
this especial part of Italy.

persons in the geographical and other 
names of Japan. The Russian names that 
bristle In the dispatches from the seat of 
war, the Japs adm't, may very properly 
present difficulties and may be hard for 
Pinglish-epeaking persons without a cold 
In the head to pronounce. But Japanese, 
they think, ought to present no serious dif- 
ficulty to Americans.

Most English-speaking persons do not asso- 
Clate the name “Japan”™ with the name 
“Nippon,” that of the largest is'and of the 
empire. As a matter of fact, however, the 
name “Japan” is an English attempt to 


enough to an Eng ish-gpeak- reproduce the Chinese name for Nippon, 
‘and anyone who hae learnedwhich ts “Jih-paen." The name means 
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“The Island of the Rising Sun.” 

Shikohu, or S'koku, as it is sometimes 
spelled, the name of the island southwest 
of Nippon, means merely “‘The four prov- 
inces.” as “si is the Japanese for the 
numeral “‘four.”’ 

“Yezo.” the name of the large island 
northeast of Nippon, means “the barbari- 
ans of the shrimps."" Again the group of 
Japanese Islands usually called the Kuriles 
bears that name because the islands are 
so numerous, for it means “the thousand 
lsl!ands.”’ 

Formosa, which the Japanese acquired 
from China after the war between the two 
countries, is also called Tal-Wan, which 
means “the gullf of the tower.” Tusima, 
or Tsushima, as it is s,elled on some maps,

Many Japanese geographical names con- 
tain the words for mountain, er river, or 
water, or some other natural feature, 
sometimes associated with adjectives of 
very simple significance, as great, or high, 
or black, or little, or strong. Mountain is 
“yama,” end is an element in the most 
famillar of Japanese geographical names, 
as in the famous sacred mountain, Fusl- 
yama, or Fujiyama, as it is oftener 
spelled on our maps. The same element oo 
curs In Okayama, and in the plural form 
in other place names. 

A very slight study of the place names 
makes the map of Japan a live and inter- 
esting thing, but the geographical names 
of the empire have been obscured for Eng- 
lish-speaking persons by reason of the 
fact that the epelling of such names has 
Sreatly varied upon maps of Bagiish and 
Af..c.lean origin. 
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
